50 ce then many experiments ha ve 
been made in what is called electro, 
There are three ways of 
using electricity to help the growth of 
plants. One is to sink plates in the 
ground and gently shock the roots of 
the plants growing between them. 


Speeding-up by Electricity 


A second method is to turn night in- 
to day by means of electric light. This 
was tried at the Royal Botanic Gar- 
deus by the late Mr. Thwaite, and it 
worked well. At the end of four days 
tomato plants grown under the elec 
tric light were four inches higher than 
those in another house, where they 
had not been so treated, while 
chrysanthemum plants were two inch- 
es taller. 

‘The third and more usual method Is 
to run everhead wires above the field 
or plot, and pass the current through 
these at a high potential. When there 
is no wind one can hear the fizz of the 
charge coming off the wires, and in 
the dark there is a faint glow visible. 

The writer asked Sir Daniel’ Hall 
whether electrification was going to 
help the farmer. He answered that he 
did not know. That passing a cur 
rent through overhead wires does in- 
crease the growth of the plants be- 
neath the wires seems beyond doubt, 
but at present the cost of. the installa- 
tion is very heavy, and the benefit ob- 
tained does not appear to make up for 
the money spent. 


More Eggs and Bigger Chicks 

But it elctro-culture is still more or 
less in the air, the electric farm—that 
is the farm run by electric power—is a 
notable success. There are already 
some 800 of these farms in England. 
At one small farm of seventy acres 
the cows are milked by machinery, 
and the saving over hand labor thus 
obtained is $58.25 a year. On separat- 
ing the milk the saving is $29.00. On 
pumping water the saving is $32.00, 
and on chaff cutting nearly $10, 

But the largest profit is in the elec- 
trified poultry yard. In a hen house 
lighted and heated by electricity the 
yield of eggs in winter is increased 
fifty per cent., while growing chicks 
treated with ultra-violet rays are at 
nine weeks old twice as heavy as 
others reared in the ordinary manner.

Paris.—-Thirty-five doctors in the 
French chamber of Deputies are pre 
paring a law for the verification of 
death by medical-scientific means be- 
allowing burial.

Many French doctors adhere to the 
theory that it is impossible for at 
least two days to tell the difference 
between a dead body and that of a 
person in a cataleptic state. They sug- 
gest that before the burial of any body 
a poison be injected to make sure. 

In introducing the project before 
the Chamber the Deputies contend 
that one person in every 500 buried is 
alive when lowered into the grave. 
They cited particularly the case of 
Abbe Prevost, composer and author 
ot “Manon Lescaut,” who was about 
to be buried when one of the burial 
party saw a slight muscular move- 
ment. 

Dr. Dedvieux, of the Medical-Legal 
Institute, chief coroner of France, ex- 
plained to the Chamber that there are 
means of telling whether life is ex- 
tinct. Among the simplest, he sug- 
gested: 

The injection of a small quantity of 
ether. If the body is dead the ether 
will come out. If there is life it will 
be absorbed. The injection of flou- 
resceine in small doses. It is not 
toxic, and if life is not extinct the 
whole body will take a greenish tint. 

Another suggestion is that invisible 
letters written on paper with lead ace- 
tate be held close to the nose of the 
subject. If the hidden letters appear, 
the body is without life, for the sul- 
pbydric gas emanating from the body 
will have a chemical effect on the lead. 
There are other means sometimes 
used to make certain of death, one of 
jem being to hold a flame to the feet.

At Grips With Ogres 
Of the Ocean Deep 
Plucky Divers Face Many’ 


_ Perils to Obtain 
Treasure 


Divers now earning a few pounds a 
week in rivers and docks may, within 
a few months, be making fortunes. 


When we read of divers searching 
the ocean bed for gulle.ns, we envy 
the “get-rich-quick” adventures, but a 
few hours of the diver’s job would 
satisfy most of us f..-the rest of our 
lives. Apart rom the risks of drown- 
ing, fights with sea monsters, suffoca- 
tion, and sudden insanity, the diver 
must be a marvel of endurance for 
labor alone. 

The Admiral of Florence, a Spanish 
ship carrying about thre: million 
pounds’ worth of gold, which drove 
ashore in Tobermory Bay soon after 
the defeat of the Armada, was found 
by divers. to have her Lolds sunk 
thirty feet in the ocean bed. Much of 
the bullion of the old battleship has 
been recovered, but no! without fear- 
ful hardships. 

H.M.S. Lutine was sunk off the coast 
of Holland in 1790. The salvage opera- 
tions to raise her $5,000,000 worth of 
specie were at first of the most primi- 
tive description, atteurpts being made 
again and again for over a hundred 
years, Even when powerful sand 
pumps were used to suck up 2,000 
tons of sand per hour, as little as five 
grains of gold was obtained after sift- 
ing some million tons of sand, Even- 
tually divers brought up over $500,000 
worth of gold and silver ingots and 
coin. 


Seven Years—For Seven Millions 


To reach the $450,000 worth of valu- 
ables in the strong-rocm of the Span- 
ish mail steamer Alphonso XII., which 
went down off Point Gando in the 
Grand Canary, divers had to dynamite 
their way through two decks, and to 
get at the cargo of silver in the Sky- 
ro, sunk near Cape Finisterre, they 
had to blow the ship to pieces. 

Thrilling adventures awaited five 
divers who undertook: the salving of 
the treasure of the P. and O. liner 
Oceana, which foundered off Beachy 
Head on March 12th, 1912, after a eol- 
liston. 

The, steamer Ranger and the South- 
ampton tug Beaulieu were engaged. 
Four divers went down, and their first 
task was to penetrate dark hatchways, 
find a cobin, and Iccate a secret 
drawer which contained the small key 
of the strong rooms. 

A diver may lose his bearings on the 
bed of the sea. Before he descends 
the ladder he must study a plan of the 
sunken ship, committing to memory 
every hatch, cabin and alley he has to 
explore. 
on deck, 


Special tackle was needed to raise 
the bullion. Basxets with steel bars 
runnide up the sides were lowered, 
and into these the divers packed the 
silver bars. Each man could only 
work with one han , gripping with the 
other a steel cable or stanchion. 

A feat unparalleled in marine his- 
tory was the recovery of the treasure 
from the Laurentic. Working for 
nearly seven years, divers salved 
bricks and silver to the vale of seven 
million pounds. 

An Explosion on the Sea Bed 

Carrying a cargo of bullion for 
America, the Laurentic was torpedoed 
in January, 1917, off the coast of 
Lough Swilly, Ireland, fifteen miles 
from land. Salvage ope-ations were 
begun in the old wooden vessel H. M.. 
Racer, with a torpedo boat as escort. 
The salvage boat had to be moored 
securely to four barges. It was only 
after salvage work had gone on some 


time that the Racer vpe able to bring

bones of the ship, and use suction pipes 
and mechanical grabs for removing 
the sand. 

At first the divers had to scrape 
sand and mud from the sea -bottom 
with their bare hands, which soon be- 
came worn and cut, and were left with 
scarcely a vestige of nails. 

Under water the men had to defend 
themselves with knives against savage 
male dog fish whcih attacked their 
naked hands and tore their rubber 
suits. And added to the orinary risks 
of diving, there was always the dan- 
ger of the tie snapping the wires that 
held the ship to the buoys. “Had this 
happened, nothing could have saved 
the divers, left without air. A diver 
could not remain on the sea bed more 
than forty minutes, and he had to rise 
very gradually, owing to the enormous 
pressure. . 

Work proceeded despite these draw- 
backs, and on the first day nineteen 
gold bars were sent to the surface. 
sometimes the recovered treasure was 
sent for safety to a waiting destroyer; 
frequently it was piled up in baskets 
and left on the sea bed overnight. 
Eventually the wreck was cut in half 
by gelignite charges, but even the 
men in the boats above had no easy 
task. There was trouble again and 
again with gangs of coastal prowlers. 

Attacked by Chinese Pirates 


The Racer had to be fitted with two 
quick-firing guns, and her crew armed. 
It was well that the destroyer could 
take care of herself, for upon her 
periodic departures for London she 
always carried treasure to the tune of 
$5,000,0000. 

On one occasion the Admiralty boat 
Slavol lost an anchor and the salvage 
boat divers went down to find it. Af- 
ter a week's search the signal came 
up from below, and amid much creak- 
ing of machinery, straining, and sweat- 
ing a heavy anchor was hauled up. 
Only when the Racer began to drift 
with the tide did the divers realize 
that the anchor they had ‘fished up 
was their own!! 

Chinese pirates harassed the divers 
who salved the bullion of the Hamilla 
Mitchell, which was sunk off Shang- 
hal. At one period the salvage party 
would have been captured by a fleet 
of 100 junks, had not a lucky breezze 
enabled them to fly for their lives. But 
the fugitives took with them their haul 
of $200,000. And, nothing daunted, 
the plucky divers returned and com- 
pleting their labors, secured the re- 
maining $50,000.—Tit-Bits.

This unique lung cameta will prob- 
ably become useful in medicine for the 
diagnosis of obscure cases of tuber- 
culosis and other lung disorders.

Good Food Proves To Be Cure 


Peiping. — Several hundred young 
girls and boys in Tientsin’s handicraft 
factories are going blind each year 
from a disease which can easily be 
prevented or cured in the early stages 
through slight changes in the diet, ac- 
cording to investigations just com- 
pleted by the International League 
for the Prevention of Blindness, 

Studies made at the Petyaung Un- 
versity hospital by Dra. J. Lossouarn 
and Wang Peng Wing have proved 
that even when blindness seems in- 
evitable, feeding three eggs a day to 
the sufferers will cure them within a 
week, 

The disease in question f known in 
Europe as “xerosis,’ which causes the 
eye to wither, dry up and lose its 
smoothness, after which ulcers destroy 
it and its vision forever. Investiga- 
tion has shown that much of the blind- 
ness in China is due to this disease. 

The principal sufferers in Tlentsin, 
the investigators found, were young 
apprentices in the various factoriea 
which ‘turn out hand-made rugs, em- 
brolderles, etc. as well as those work- 
ing in cotton mills, and boy soldiers 
kept in barracks. It was believed the 
disease was epidemic, as it appeared 
most frequently in winter and dropped 
during the hot days of summer.

There are cases on re 
cord, however, of epidemics of the dis 
ease among women students who 
board together. 

“Except for rare cases,” says Dr. 
Lossouran, “xerosis is found y, 
among persons who have not the free 
dom of choosing their own diet, auch 
as workmen, apprentices and soldiers.’ 
It is not found among street coolles 
and probably not among beggars.”

In the case of the airship it is rath- 
er more difficult to vision the future 
in terms of technological progress 
than it is in the case of the airplane. 


We know that with continued refine- |- 


ments of materials, with improved and 
more economical power plants, etc., 
that planes may be built to an enor- 
mous size and will beyond much doubt 
be far swikter and safer. In the case 
of the airship it is not so much a 
question of refinements of materials 
but of refinements of structure. In 
other words it is of little avail if sub- 
stances liter and more durable be 


An airship, more even than an air- 
plane, must be large, reasonably swift, 
and exceptionally strong if it is to 
prove airworthy in all circumstances 
and commercially successful. The 
Graf Zeppelin, which is admittedly 
out of date, does not and cannot fill 
commercial requirements. The longer 
we build an airship hull the more it is 
subjected while in the air to the na- 
tural stresses born of the movements 
of the ship and the tortuous swirlings 
of the air currents. If we abandon the 
cigar-shaped hull and increase its 
girth without increasing its length, 
we still have a larger ship and at the 
game time one that is better able to 
withstand the strains and stresses of 
flight. This has been one of the most 
valuable lessons of airship construc- 
tion and the lesson learned is to be 
incorporated in the new American air- 
ships and doubtless in the many 
others which are to follow, until a 
new and better theory supplants it. 

Refinements of Power Plants 


In the matter of power plants it 
would appear that the airship should 
be in a much more favorable position 
than the airplane, in that it is able 
to carry a proportionately greater 
w t. But such is not the case. 
Even the airship has to economize in 
the matter of engine weight and fuel, 
and since it also requires an extra 
motor for reverse speed, the airship 
has, in some instances, been forced 
to carry one power plant as dead- 
weight. This difficulty is rapidly be- 
ing overcome. 

The oll engine would seem to be 
ideally adaptable for use in airships 
and the experiments with the two 
British ships will in all probability 
bring oue some interesting facts. ol 
is a great deal more economical than 
gas and is safer to carry owing to 
the fact that it is not so highly in- 
flammable as gasoline, The Germans, 
however, have gone a step beyond 
this in the introduction of Blau gas 
which is used to supply motive power 
and while not in use adds to the lift 
of the ship. Another advantage of a 
fuel gas is that it makeg the problem 
of ballasting less complicated. 


Landing Problem Difficult 


If, then, airships have their prob- 
lems in power plants, they cannot be 
said to be any more severe than those 
which the airplane has to contend 
with. In fact the balance may incline 
to favor the airship and it is distinct- 
ly bable that in the next few years 
we shall witness decided improve- 
ments in the plants which are to drive 
the liners of the skies. 

One problem which is peculiar to 
the airship is that of landing. There 
are two main difficulties: One econ- 
omic—the number of men it requires 
to trundle a large ship in and out of 
its hangar to launch it and to land 
it; the other physical—the forces oper- 
ating against the ground manoeuvura- 
bility of an airship. It takes approxi- 
mately 400 men to launch and land 
the Graf Zeppelin and there is no gain- 
saying the fact that it is utterly im- 
possible to justify the employment 
of such a number of men on economic 
grounds. The mere financial burden 
operates heavily against the economic 
efficiency of the ship, especially when 
it is remembered that similar forces 
are necessary at every port of call, 
and often even though the ship is only 
moored. . 

The causes of this economic waste 
are the results of-the tremendous size 
and weight of the airship. In dead 
calm it is comparatively easy to trun- 
file an airship out and moor it, even 
though it takes a large number of men 
to perform the operation. In even 
light.breezes the task 4a rendered in- 


, finitely more difficult, and a larger 
number of mes is reqaffed: In moder- 


ate winds above a ceftain yelocity it! 
is impossible to launch an airship and 
equally impossible to land it. In 
mitigation, however, there is no nec@s-

Mechanical means of landing aud 
launchipg airships have been under 
consideration for some time and the 
number of men which has to be em- 
ployed was cut down to sixty on the 
oceasion of the Graf Zeppelin's last 
visit to the United States, with a con- 
sequent saving in overhead. This 
number may not be in excess of that 
necessary to the care and mainten- 
ance of the alreb x

position in regard to the development, “Quick” W ' 


ot airships. Not only has it been 
prompt in securing the benefit of ad- 
vice and co-operation from the Ger- 
man Zeppelin company, but it is for- 
tunate in the possession of the world’s 
supply of helium. This precious gas, 
which, though it is less buoyant than 
hydrogen, is non-inflammable, adds a 

tremendous safety factor to the air- 
ship.

One night while I was sitting in his 
tiny study in the little house in Elm 
Tree-road, St. John’s Wood, he asked 
me to edit the book in which he had 
told the story of his life (“The Lure of 
Speed,” Hutchinson). He showed me 
a chapter whichdealt solely with acci- 
dents. There was\a death in every 
paragraph, I turned.to him: 

“Why dont’ you give it up, Dehane?” 
I asked. “You've got all you want. 
You can't do more unless it is 300 
miles an hour, and you'll make a lot 
of money very soon. If you go on rac- 
ing you'll be killed.” 

“What of it?” he answered. “When 
I die I hope to God I'll not die in bed 
nor old, I don’t want to. be old—out of 
it and on the shelf. What a fate! God 
forbid!” 

Yet only a few years before he had 
left the Army—an airman and a major 
at nineteen—and had faced the world 
with a capital of less than $2000 and 
no job. a 

Some one took him round Brook- 
lands, It fascinated him, He-borrow- 
ed a car and drove it—at eighty-five 
miles an hour. 

“That was the greatest thrill of my 
life. I have never beaten it since,” he 
told me, “It decided me, Motor rac- 
ing was the only life after that.’ 

So he went and asked Mr. Coatalen, 
of the Sunbeam Company, for job. Mr 
Coatalen politely pointed out that they 
were deluged with young men who 
wanted to break their own necks and

Thyratron Tube May Prove Medium 


Uon, an experimental miniature trans 
mission line has been set up in the 
General Electric research laboratory 
and equipped with thyratron tubes. 
The artificial transmission line itself 
was represented by a copper bar about © 
seven or éight feet in length. Elec- 
trical conditions were imposed, in the 
matter of ohmic resistance, which 
made this line equivalent to 400 miles 
of transmission conductor in a com- 
mercial system. As the longest com- 
mercial system now in existence 18 
250 miles in length, this experimental 
line, in its electrical characteristics, 
was more than 60 per cent. beyond 
present practice. ’ 
At the sending end of the line was 
installed a bank of thyratron tubes 
functioning as rectifiers, to convert 
alternating into direct current. At Jee 
the receiving end of the line were in- 
stalled other thyratron tubes which 
functioned, in pairs, as inverters. They 
changed the direct current into alter- 
nating current. The source of current- 
supply for the experimental system 
was a bank of transformers which

Isolgtion Essential in Abortion 


Abortion takes a large toll of the 
dairy industry and it is regrettable 
that so little is known about control 
measures. Vaccines of one kind or 
the other have been sold and some of 
them seem to be fairly successful in 
some herds, but have littie effects in 
others. One or two facts are sure, 
the spread of the disease is largely 
through germs expelled in the drop- 
pings and carried to the feed given to 
healthy cows or heifers. Probably the 
contagion is carried on the feet of the 
herdsman, This should be prevented 
if possible and infected cows kept 
away from the rest of the herd at 
calving time and for a short time 
after the cow has cleaned. 


Lincoln Juniors Compete 


The Household Science Judging 
Competition conducted on July 25 at 
Beamsville, Lincoln County, was very 
largely attended. A total of 78 girls 
from thirteen different districts in the 
county were on hand to compete for 
the $200 in prizes which was offered, 
‘These prizes, consisting of $125-worth 
of silverware and $90 cash prizes, the 
latter being comprised as follows: $50 
for the high girl in the county com- 
petition donated by Major Burgoyne, 
manager of the St. Catharines Stand- 
ard, offered to defray the expenses of 
the winner to the Boys’ and Girls’ 
Congress at Chicago at the time of 
the International Live Stock Expos- 
ition; $40 dénated by the County 
Women’s Institute, to be divided 
equally and be given to the coaches of 
the two highest teams of three junior 
girls in the county competition.

In connection with the better bull 
campaign in the District of Temiska- 
ming, it is of interest to note that 
since June, 1928, between fifty and 
sixty inspected bulls have been placed 
in the district.

Lack of Rain Costly 


Continued dry weather over a per- 
od of seven or eight weeks resulted 
in serious crop losses in Southwestern 
and Central Ontario. D. E. Carrol, of 
Elgin County, states that the corn 
and bean yield in that district will be 
considerably reduced. A water short- 
age has been experienced in some dis- 
tricts, although not 80 serious as last 
year. Harvesting is taking place two 
weeks earlier than usual. Threshing 
reports from Western Ontario indi- 
cate a good yield of barley. H. Gra- 
ham, of the Kemptville Agricultural 
School, reports conditions. in Eastern 
ontario very satisfactory. Prospects 
are bright for a bountiful grain har- 
yest and late crops are not suffering 
for lack of moisture as they have in 
Western counties. Northern Ontario 
is suffering from another extreme of 
weather—far too much rain. In Te- 
miskaming particularly crop pro- 
spects are very poor, owing to excess- 
‘ve rainfaw in July. Farther north 
the situation is more satisfactory and 
crop prospects in the Cochrane area 
are about normal.

REV. F. J. MAYHEW 


A gloom was cast over the com- 
munity at large last Thursday morn- 
ing, August Zist, as the news flashed 
over the wires that Rev. F. J. Mayhew, 
Pastor of the Standard church of Ma- 


doc Village, along with Samuel Os- 
borne, of Eldorado, had been drowned 
in Dickie lake the evening before. 


A party of seven had gone for a trip 


and some huckleberries and, after a 
pleasant time, were returning home 
when the boat in which they were 
crossing Dickie lake after travelling 
some three or four miles, sank within 
one mile of its destination and about 
three hundred yards from the south 
shore. . 

Five out of the party of seven were 
rescued, the two men being drowned. 

Rev. F. J. Mayhew was born at New 
Ireland, Quebec, on November Ist, 
1874. Early in life he gave his heart 
to God and while yet a young man, 
entered the ministry, in which he was 
a faithful labourer for over 30 years. 

The funeral, which was held at his 
late residence on Monday, August 
25th, and conducted by Bishop G. L. 
Monahan, was largely attended. The 
church was represented by a large 
staff of its ministry, and the laity 
from the different charges of which 
he had been pastor, while hundreds 
from all walks of life came to pay 
their last respects to one whose minis- 
try had wielded such a Godly influ- 
ence.

intensive effort of scientists to solve 
this-dangerous problem. 

Experiments have been conductd 
with sounding devices and radio 
equipment ever sine. the great sea 
disaster, but as yet no instrument has 
been proved sufficiently practical to 
pay for its installation. on liners. 
Under the auspices of the Navy De- 
partment, investigators have succeed.
